Report of School Board. 


The School Board respectfully submits the following 
report to the citizens of Strafford for the year ending Feb- 
ruary 15, 1895: 

While it is not only a pleasure but also a duty to note 
and compliment any line of public work, that the efforts, 
which have brought about such results, may be appreciated 
and continued, we believe it is no less a duty to criticise 
and point out the deficiencies and failures that we find, in 
order that they may be corrected in the future. We there- 
fore ask that matters of criticism be received with the same 
good-will and attention as matters of commendation. 

There have been two terms of school,—the first term of 
ten weeks and the second of twelve, and we are glad to 
report that the general condition of the schools throughout 
the town has been good during the past year, and will com- 
pare favorably with former years. 

All the teachers, with one exception, have been our 
townspeople, the most of them teachers of experience ; and 
they have labored faithfully for the advancement of the 
schools, although there are some whose only object seems 
to be to get through the school with the least labor and 
number of days possible. 

We would also impress upon the minds of teachers the 
importance of looking after school property at the end of 
each term. We deem it the teacher’s duty to see that 
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windows and doors are left securely fastened, and books 
packed away in the best mauner that the conveniences will 
permit, as the school board, even if they are expected to do 
janitor’s duties, cannot be at every school-house at the end 
of each term. In one instance, the attention of the board 
was called to the fact that the books were left scattered 
over the desks; and the windows, not being properly fast- 
ened, got open, and during one of our severe snow storms 
every part of the school-room was literally covered with 
snow. 

-We regret exceedingly that we again feel it our duty to 
urge a miore constant attendance. Our school registers 
show far too many tardy and absent marks. It is not the 
tardy scholars alone who are injured, but the teacher, the 
class, and the whole school are disturbed by the entrance 
of the tardy ones; and we believe the parent who fails to 
improve every opportunity for the pupil is robbing him of 
that which can never be made up to him in after life. And 
we would urge parents to make a greater effort to have 
their children attend school every day when in session, as 
the length of school is short, and the children can ill afford 
to lose even a single day. Indeed we would yvladly recom- 
mend more schooling, but until the present amount is more 
generally appreciated, we would refrain from doing so. 

School-house No. 1 has been repaired, the floor being 
replaced with a good hard wood one. It has also been re- 
plastered, new doors put in, windows repaired, and wood- 
shed erected. 

House No. 3 has been shingled. 

House No. 9 has been repainted. Some other repairs 
are necessary, but the board did not deem it expedient to 
expend too much in one year; but the other houses will be 
put in proper repair as soon as possible. 
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The chairman, in resigning his position and retiring from 
the board, while deploring the results of shortsightedness 
which may have occurred, would heartily thank those who 
by word or deed have kindly assisted in the performance of 
the responsible and perplexing duties of the school board.
